Two years after a one mill 
proposal was approved by Boyne 
City residents, plans were an- 
nounced at the Tuesday noon 
meeting of the City Commission 
to build a museum that will be 
connected to the present City 
Hall. 

The building addition will be 
on the south side of the City Hall 
and will be 40 to 58 feet with 2400 
square feet of display space for 
exhibits. 

City officials hope to have 
plans ready as soon as possible so 
building could start this spring. 
They hope to see the first 
exhibition sometime this fall, ac- 
cording to Randy Frykberg, City 
Manager. 

Commissioner Thelma Behling 
said she was happy to see the 
location decided upon. “It took so 
long to get the building started, 
we don’t want to lose the interest 
of the community.” Behling is 
also a member of the Historica! 
Board which has been working 
fora museum for over ten years. 


Elementary school children were given the first op- 
portunity to view some of the year’s activities 
Tuesday at the first annual All-School Fair being 
held in the high school gymnasium. Parents and 
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Board member of the 
Historical Society, Phil Johnson, 
said the plan presented to the 
commissioners was the best plan 
they have seen. The building will 
be tied in with the city offices so 
the maintainance costs will be 
less than a stand-alone building. 

Costs for the museum addition 
are projected to be in the area of 
$80,000, but city officials think 
they will be able to lessen that 
amount by being the general con- 
tractor and making some minor 
changes to the plan by moving 
the bathrooms closer together. 

The plans were drawn by ar- 
chitect Don Glowenski as a ser- 
vice to the group wanting the 
museum. 

In other action at the noon 
meeting, city officials decided ta 
delay the granting of work at the 
former Boyne City Landfill to 
Granger Engineering as the 
proposal for hydrological and 
capping plans were delivered to 
the city Tuesday morning and the 
commissioners had no chance to 


rehab loans/grants 


Boyne City residents may be 
able to qualify for home im 
provement loans with percen 
tages of interest as low as zero 
percent according to an 
agreement worked out between 
the Boyne City Housing Com 
mission and the Michigan State 
Housing Development 
Authority, 

The city has established a 
Community Home Improvement 
Program for low and moderate 
income home owners within the 
city that will 
homeowner to be able to fix up his 
home. 

The program is based on gross 
income and family size, according 
to a brochure that is available 
from the City Hall or the Housing 
Commission Office located at 829 
Park Street. 

Ifa loan or grant is approved 
by the state and the commission, 
a home owner would be able to do 
total home rehabilitation up to 
the grant or loan limits, making 
health, safety, energy or building 
code improvements. 

A second type of loan or grant 
is also available that would allow 


allow the 


for emergency — rehabilitation 
and weatherization. These im 
provements will allow for such 
things as furnace replacement, 
sewer and water repairs and 
other emergency needs which 
willkeepa home livable. 

The emergency rehabilitation 
grants will also be used when 
Northeast Michigan Human Ser 
vices has a weatherization 
program with a home owner in 
Boyne City but additional home 
improvements are required to 
protect the weatherization work. 

Loans may also be granted to 
be used in conjunction with the 
MSHDA CHIP program to help 
supplement MSHDA CHIP fun 
ds. 

Qualifications and 
requirements for the loans apply 
to all residents of the city. The 
applicant must be an individual 
or family who has ownership and 
occupies a single family dwelling 
within the city and has a land con 
tract. or a mortgage on the 
property. 

The applicant must meet in 
come requirements combining 
gross income of the applicant and 


review the material. 

The city also wanted to send 
copies to the DNR whois forcing 
the city to cap the former landfill. 
The city wants to give them time 
toprovide input into the plan. 

Commissioner Bill Grimm 
suggested that the city continue 
to work with the Soil Conser- 
vation people as they already 
have the field work done on a 
capping plan. The Soil Conser- 
vation people developed a similar 
plan for the City of Petoskey 
some years ago and are familiar 
with what has to be done. 

They also approved the first 
reading of a rezoning request 
being made by Burns Clinic for 
land they hope to start construc 
tion upon for a new. satellite 
clinic. The property is located on 
the corner of State and Park 
Streets which is presently a 
parking lot owned by North- 
western State Bank. 

The matter was tabled last 
week after the commissioners 
did not have a quorum at their 


other interested participants viewed many of the 
projects the school students completed this school 
year. Superintendent Rich Kelly said he hopes this 
will be an annual event and will grow even bigger.

Todd Sorenson, Director of the 
Boyne City Housing Commission 
gave an example of how the loan 
or grant would work for a family 
of two adults and two children. If 
the combined annual gross in- 
come equals $10,500 the family 
may be elgibie for a grant. If the 
family earned under $12,060 they 
may qualify for a 50-60 grantiloan. 
At $14,070 they could get a zero 
percent loan, $16,080 a one per 
cent Joan, on up to $20,100 a three 
percent loan. 

Sorenson said that all ap- 
plications for the grants or loans 


have to be made at his office

Toton loses cancer 
battle at 68 


Although it was expected, 
residents of the Boyne City 
and Charlevoix County area 
where shocked to learn of the 
death of Casimir Toton, 68, at 
the Charlevoix Area Hospital 
Sunday evening. 

Toton was serving as a 
member of the Boyne City 
Commission since his election 
in 1985, filling a seat that used 
tobe held by Marvin Loding. 

That wasn't the — only 
position held by Foton, He was 
involved in many city, county 
and state activities since 
retiring from Cass and [Don's 
Lounge in 1977. 

Toton was a member of the 
Charlevoix County Economic 
Development. Commission, the 
Charlevoix County Planning 
Board, the District Mental 
Health Board, and many other 
activities of local government. 

Toton was also involved 
politically with the Charlevoix 
County Republican Commit- 
tee, serving as chairman from 
1976-80. He was, until his 
death, serving as the chairman 
for the Charlevoix County 
George Bush for President 
Committee. 

Toton was also involved asa 


member and past president of 
the Boyne City Rotary Club 
for 25 years, The Boyne City 
Chamber of Commerce, and 
both the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars and American Legion 
organizations. He was a mem- 
ber and president of the Chan- 
dler Hunting Club in Chandler 
Township. 

Toton was presently an 
associate of Boyne Realty, Inc. 
of Boyne City anda member of 
the Antrim-Charlevoix Board 
of Realtors. He was at one time 
a member and past president. 
of the Northern Michigan 
Tabletoppers Club. 

Mayor Keith Fitzpatrick 
said of Toton, “He was a very 
community minded person 
who was involved in many 
things. He contributed a lot to 
the city commission and to 
whatever project he was in- 
volved with. I will miss him as 
he was a good friend as well,” 

Those thoughts were also 
projected by other members 
of the city commission who 
held a moment of silence to 
remember Toton at the 
Tuesday noon meeting.

“We're gonna miss him,” one 
resident of the community said 
the other day. 

And agreed. 

Even though I only knew Cass 
Toton for a short time of his'life, I 
really like the guy. Myself and a 
couple of thousand others in the 
north whom he had dealt with 
over the years. 

Reading over all of the infor- 
mation given to me by one of his 
long time friends, Art Rouse, 
made me wonder if I really knew 
him at all. I never thought that 
one man could get so involved 
with his community as Cass 
seemed to do during his life here 
in Boyne City. 

Sure, I knew he was involved 
politically, and I knew he used to 
own the Sportsman Bar when it 
was named Cass and Don’s, and I 
knew he was on the county 
development committee, but I 
didn’t know much more. 

Until I read some of the many 
things he did. 

And I heard all, no, some of the 
‘stories" about his involvement 
with so many others around 
town. I heard how he helped 
probably hundreds with small 
loans, how he freely told the 
latest jokes he had heard, and, 
well, just that he was one of the 
best liked guys inthe town.

required that the State of 
Michigan provide evidence that 
the signs did not confuse 
motorists. And the state did just 
that. 

All the particulars of the 
state's evidence have not been 
reported, But certainly letters 
were a part of it. As soon as the 
road signs were erected last 
summer, the State Transpor- 
tation Department began 
receiving letters about them, In 
time there were more than 300 of 
them, all enthusiastically suppor- 
ting the new signs. A Baptist 
minister from New York went so 
far as to describe the signs as “a 
blessing to me”. A minister can 
hardly get more enthusiastic 
than that. 

Why the federal government 
picked on these signs in the first 
place puzzled me originally. In- 
formational signs with pictures 
on them have been put up along 
streets and highways all over the 
country for years. 

But then I realized that these 
are different. With most signs, 
the pictures represent concrete 
information, The round faces 
show reactions to information. So 
robably the government
